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WHAT  IS  THE  COLLEGE  ? 
WHAT  DOES  IT  ACCOMPLISH  ? 


The  College  was  founded  in  1872,  as  an  institution  exclusively  for  the 
Blind.  Students  are  received  from  all  parts  of  the  British  Isles  and  the 
Colonies.  The  College  is  quite  undenominational  in  character.  Its  object 
is  to  train  the  Blind  to  earn  their  own  living,  and  to  render  them  indepen¬ 
dent,  self-reliant  citizens.  Incredible  as  it  may  appear,  this  is  an  object 
which  the  College  has  succeeded  and  does  continually  succeed  in  accom¬ 
plishing,  and  there  are  note  more  than  680  former  pupils  not  only  earning 
their  own  living,  but  in  several  cases  assisting  their  parents. 

84.4  per  cent,  of  the  graduates  are  filling  their  places  in  the  world  as 
organists  and  teachers  of  music,  pianoforte  tuners,  clergymen,  school 
teachers,  governesses,  shorthand  typists,  etc.  Without  the  College  train¬ 
ing  many  of  them  would  still  be  helpless  and  hopeless  and  a  permanent 
charge  on  the  rates.  The  College  is  therefore  an  economic  asset  to  the 
community,  and  should  receive  whole-hearted  and  generous  support. 

It  should  ever  be  remembered  that  it  is  cheaper  to  educate  the  Blind 
than  to  support  them  as  paupers,  while  the  moral  and  physical  benefit 
which  is  given  to  any  individual  by  training  him  to  become  a  self-respect¬ 
ing  citizen  is  an  asset  which  cannot  be  over-estimated. 

.4s  originally  it  arose,  so  it  has  continued,  largely  by  voluntary 
effort.  The  College  is  in  urgent  need  of  funds  to  continue  its  good  work 
and  secure  such  a  fund  as  will  place  its  national  and  imperial  work 
for  the  Blind  on  a  permanent  financial  basis. 

It  is  considered  a  grand  and  noble  act  to  endow  a  College  for  the  Sighted, 
Is  it  less  noble  to  do  so  in  the  case  of  the  Blind?

PIONEER  WORK  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 


1.  Pianoforte  Tuning,  1873. — A  fuller  and  more  comprehensive  form 
of  Training  than  had  ever  yet  been  given  in  this  country. 

Instruction  in  the  tuning  of  the  Player-piano  was  commenced  in 
1917.  The  results  have  been  more  than  satisfactory  and  have  exceeded  all 
expectations.  No  tuner  can  now  gain  his  Graduation  Certificate  unless 
able  to  tune  'this  instrument. 

2.  Physical  Training,  1873. — All  forms  of  physical  training,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Swedish,  German,  British  and  American  systems. 

3.  Dramatic  Performances,  1881. — Mendelssohn’s  “Son  and  Stran¬ 
ger  ”  was  given  in  this  year  with  only  two  seeing  people  in  the  cast.  So 
much  success  was  achieved  that  a  Committee  in  Glasgow  paid  the  expenses 
of  a  Party  to  give  a  performance  in  the  St.  Andrew’s  Hall  of  that  city. 
Enough  money  was  raised  by  this  and  repeat  performances  to  print  the 
Cathedral  Psalter  in  Braille.  All  forms  of  acting  are  of  the  greatest  value 
to  blind  people,  and  greatly  assist  in  helping  them  to  overcome  stiffness  of 
movement  and  awkward  mannerisms.  Since  1881  there  have  always  been 
annual  performances  of  at  least  two  plays. 

4.  Kindergarten,  1882.- — The  first  School  for  the  Blind  in  the  world 
to  open  this  particular  branch  of  education. 

5.  Swimming  and  Life  Saving,  1883. — Through  the  liberality  of  the 
late  Dr.  T.  R.  Armitage,  a  bath  55ft.  long,  25ft.  wide,  and  from  3  to 
6ft.  deep,  was  added  to  the  College  equipment.  The  Royal  Life  Saving 
Society  was  founded  in  1891,  and  in  1892  five  boys  were  successful  in 
gaining  their  Proficiency  Certificate.  Since  that  date  48  Certificates  and 
17  Medallions  have  been  won. 

6.  Toothed  Wheel  Pencil  and  Compasses,  1886. — These  instruments 
enabled  pupils  to  make  their  own  geometrical  figures  and  were  specially 
useful  in  the  working  out  of  riders.  Prior  to  this  time  attempts  had 
been  made  to  work  figures  with  a  needle  and  thread,  but  naturally  with 
but  little  success.  H.M.  Inspectors  of  the  Board  of  Education,  heartily 
congratulated  Mr.  Guy  Campbell  in  having  introduced  them  into  the 
College.  The  National  Institute  now  manufactures  and  sells  these  exceed¬ 
ingly  useful  articles. 
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7.  Cycling  and  Holler  Skating,  1887. — Eight-in-hand  and  twelve-in¬ 
hand  cycles  were  purchased,  and  in  addition  to  thoroughly  touring  over 
the  roads  of  Surrey  and  Kent,  journeys  were  repeatedly  taken  to  Brighton 
and  back,  to  Birmingham  and  to  Derby. 

Roller  skating  still  continues  to  afford  one  of  the  most  pleasing  and 
healthful  recreations  at  the  College,  and  at  various  times  the  tests  of  the 
National  Skating  Association  for  Great  Britain  have  been  passed. 

8.  Typewriting  1887,  Shorthand  1898. — Though  typewriting  and 
shorthand  were  started  prior  to  these  years  at  Birmingham,  the  College  was 
the  first  to  draw  up  and  arrange  a  scheme  of  work  which  would  qualify 
students  to  earn  a  living  as  professional  typists  and  shorthand  writers. 

9.  Training  College,  1895. — The  Board  of  Education  sanctioned  the 
opening  of  a  Training  College  Department  for  the  training  of  blind  people 
to  become  teachers.  As  a  result,  graduates  have  been  employed  as 
teachers  at  Birmingham,  Bradford,  Brighton,  Burmah,  Cardiff,  Ceylon, 
Glasgow,  Leeds,  London,  Montreal,  Newcastle,  Nottingham,  Preston, 
Rhyl,  Southsea  and  many  other  Institutions. 

10.  Examinations  of  the  Royal  Academy  of  Music  and  Royal  College 
of  Organists,  1901. — This  was  the  first  year  in  which  these  examinations 
were  undertaken.  To  date,  63  students  and  graduates  of  the  College  have 
gained  the  Assoeiateship  and  28  the  Fellowship  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Organists,  while  56  have  won  the  Licentiateship  of  the  Royal  Academy  of 
Music.

11.  Degree  of  Mus.  Bac.,  1910. — Victor  Spanner  was  the  first  pupil 
who  obtained  this  Degree  while  a  student  of  the  College,  though  two 
other  graduates  gained  the  distinction  many  years  prior  to  this  date,  after 
leaving  the  Institution.  In  September,  1918,  Leonard  Marsh  was  also 
successful;  in  1925  Henry  Newell  (graduated  December,  1918);  and  in 
1926  Alfred  Thompson  (graduated  December,  1910).

Unqualified  blind  people  sometimes  obtain  employment,  and  though 
they  are  soon  found  out  and  discharged,  much  harm  to  the  future  employ¬ 
ment  of  the  blind  has  been  done. 

To  safeguard  against  misrepresentation ,  all  properly  qualified  students 
who  leave  the  College  are  given  a  Certificate,  ■which,  when  asked  for, 
they  should  be  able  to  produce.  All  prospective  employers  should  know 
that  if,  for  any  reason,  the  Certificate  cannot  be  produced,  they  will 
receive,  on  writing  to  the  College,  a  reply  by  return  of  post,  vouching 
for  the  statements  of  the  applicant  if  they  be  true,

Report  of  fbc  Board  of  Governors. 

From  1st  April,  1926  to  31st  March ,  1927. 


General.  In  common  with  the  rest  of  the  country,  the  College 
found  its  work  disturbed  by  the  effect  of  the  industrial  unrest,  though 
the  Board  of  Governors  are  thankful  to  say  that  before  the  31st  of 
March,  1927,  matters  were  more  or  less  normal,  while  the  number  of 
Musical  and  other  Successes  even  exceeded  previous  years. 

Prii-e  Festival.  Her  Grace  The  Duchess  of  Atholl,  M.P.  The 

Annual  Festival  took  place  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  the  21st  of  July, 
1926.  Her  Grace  was  received  by  Lord  Howard  de  Walden,  President, 
Lord  Lamington,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  Mr.  J.  Beddow, 
Mr.  E.  T.  Campbell,  M.P.,  Admiral  A.  E.  Grant,  General  Sir  Archibald 
Hunter  (Members  of  the  Board  of  Governors),  Sir  Edward  Thesiger, 
Dr.  Eichholz  (of  the  Board  of  Education),  Mrs.  E.  T.  Campbell, 
Colonel  and  Mrs.  Ian  Campbell,  the  Principal,  Mr.  Guy  M.  Campbell, 
and  the  Lady  Superintendent,  Mrs.  Guy  Campbell,  and  the  Mayors  and 
Mayoresses  of  Croydon,  Lambeth,  Deptford  and  Lewisham. 

The  following  account  of  the  Festival  is  compiled  from  extracts 
from  the  Public  Press:  — 

“  The  College  was  founded  in  1872  as  an  Institution  exclusively 
for  the  Blind.  Its  object  of  training  the  blind  to  render  them 
independent,  self-reliant  citizens  has  been  very  successful,  and  more 
than  680  former  pupils  are  not  only  earning  their  own  living,  but  in 
several  cases  assisting  their  parents.  The  visitors  witnessed  school 
classes  at  work  (in  the  Geography  Class  one  of  the  girls  traced  the 
course  of  Sir  Alan  Cobham’s  flight  from  Rochester  to  Sydney,  on  a 
raised  globe),  and  a  number  of  demonstrations  in  Braille,  Shorthand, 
and  Typewriting,  Scouts’  and  Girl  Guides’  displays,  Roller  Skating, 
Gymnastics  and  Dancing.  There  were  also  interesting  Musical 

programmes.”  ... 

After  distributing  the  Prizes  and  addressing  encouraging  words 
to  each  successful  recipient,  the  Duchess  of  Atholl,  who  was  received 
w'ith  great  cheering  bv  the  crowded  audience  in  the  huge  marquee, 
said  she  had  heard  so  many  delightful  things  and  seen  such  very 
effective  displays  that  she  was  glad  of  the  opportunity  ot  voicing  the 
thanks  she  was' sure  all  present  felt,  and  of  saying  how  excellent  was 
the  programme  they  had  witnessed.  Her  Grace  referred  to  the 
various  features  of '  the  programme  in  detail,  warmly  praising  the 
pupils  on  their  work.  The  physical  exercises,  which  had  been  so 
delightfully  executed,  she  was  sure,  did  a  great  deal  m  building  up 
the  physique  of  the  pupils  and  adding  to  their  carriage  and  precision 
of  movement.  All  had  admired  the  precision  with  which  the  move¬ 
ments  were  carried  out.  The  exhibition  of  the  bcouts  a  or  e 
pleasing  evidence  that  the  boys  of  the  College  were  linked  up  to  the 
great  organisation  known  as  the  Boy  Scout6.  Then  6ome  ot  us  who 
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have  occasion  sometimes  to  see  a  good  deal  of  typing  and  sometimes 
wish  that  we  could  use  a  typing  machine  without  any  h^n^one*  bv 
admired  the  delightful  accuracy  of  the  work  which  was  being  do  y 
the  typing  class,  and  I  should  like  to  congratulate  the  class  on  the 
accuracy  with  which  it  took  down  the  very  weighty  words  which  1 
dictated^  to  it  earlier  in  the  afternoon,  viz.  :  “  l  find  it  rather  difficult 

to  know  what  to  dictate  or  at  what  speed  to  dictate,  because  my 
secretary  at  home  sometimes  thinks  1  go  too  fast;  so  as  I  see  something 
like  eight  potential  secretaries  round  this  table,  I  must  be  careful  no 
to  get  myself  into  trouble.” 

Then  they  saw  the  Pianoforte  Tuning  Class  at  work,  and  sho 
rejoiced  to  think  that  so  many  were  learning  so  difficult,  yet  useful,  a 
urofession.  She  warmly  praised  the  performers  on  the  concert  pro- 
rn-a mme  and  the  delicacy  and  sympathy  with  which  the  accompaniments 
were  rendered.  “Having  taken  part  to  a  certain  extend  in  choral 
singing  I  can  admire  the  courage  of  the  Choir  who  allowed  their 
accompanist  to  strike  one  chord  only  and  then  return  to  his  place  in 
the  ranks.  It  was  a  very  fine  demonstration  of  their  certainty  ot 
rhythm,  which  they  abundantly  justified  in  their  performance  t 
think  that  those  who  have  experience  of  choral  singing  will  also  admire 
the  precision  with  which  the  Choir  sang  without  anybody  to  conduct 
them.  The  enunciation  was  delightful. 

You  will  remember,  some  of  you,  I  think,  how 'Browning  in  that 
wonderful  poetry  of  his  wrote — 

“  But  God  has  a  few  of  us  whom  He  whispers  in  the  ear ;  „ 

The  rest  may  reason  and  welcome;  ’tis  we  musicians  know. 


One  result  of  the  training  at  the  College  was  that  it  enabled  the 
students  to  make  their  way  in  life  and  to  assure  their  independence. 
That  was  a  very  important  matter.  At  a  time  when  there  was  so 
much  unemployment,  it  was  very  satisfactory  to  know  that  the  Col  ego 
had  been  able  to  place  so  many  in  good  employment.  Since  the  College 
was  founded  in  1872,  an  average  of  84  per  cent,  of  the  pupils  made 
good  in  life.  That  was  a  figure  that  reflected  great  credit  on  the 
College  both  on  those  who  planned  the  instruction  and  carried  it 
through,  and  on  the  students.  She  hoped  that  high  average  would 
be  maintained. 

They  looked  to  education  to  open  many  new  windows  of  the  soul 
and  train  the  Senses  as  well  as  the  brain.  Music  was  one  of  the  arts 
that  lifted  us  above  the  cares  and  worries  of  life,  and  she  was  thankful 
that  the  blind  students  had  that  entrance  to  that  wonderful  art, 
because  music  was  one  of  the  greatest  joys  of  life.  By  the  bravery 
and  cheerfulness  with  which  the  blind  face  their  difficulties  they  helped 
other  people  and  gave  them  a  splendid  lead,  for  which  the  sighted 
owed  them  thanks. 

The  Duchess  said  that  these  were  days  when  the  State  realised 
that  it  had  responsibilities  towards  blind  people,  but  she  thought  it 
would  be  a  sad  day  if  all  voluntary  help  were  rendered  unnecessary'. 
Voluntary  effort  enriched  our  national  life.  She  hoped  that  that 
College,  which  had  so  long  been  leading  the  way  in  providing  education 
for  the  blind,  would  never  lack  for  funds,  and  that  new  friends  would 
come  forward  to  help  it  to  carry  on  the  work  it  had  done  so  well  to 
fit  them  for  life  and  to  extract  from  education  the  interests  and  joys 
of  life. 
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Lord  Howard  df.  Walden,  President,  in  moving  a  vote  of  thanks 
to  the  Duchess,  thanked  her  for  emphasising  the  musical  skill  and 
scholastic  work  of  tho  pupils.  Coming  from  one  who  was  so  skilled 
a  musician  as  her  Grace,  the  praise  was  most  stimulating  and 
encouraging. 

Sir  Edward  Thesiger,  who  was  on  the  first  Committee  of  the 
College  in  1872,  seconded  the  motion.  He  mentioned  that  it  was  fiftv- 
four  years  ago  when  he  first  joined  the  work  of  the  College.  He  also 
reminded  the  Mayors  present  that  the  Board  of  Governors  were 
prepared  to  offer  a  concert  and  gymnastic  display  to  be  given  by  the 
students  in  any  suitable  hall  belonging  to  any  of  the  Metropolitan 
Boroughs,  and  that  whatever  proceeds  were  obtained  would  be  equally 
divided  between  the  Borough  and  the  College. 

The  Mayor  of  Croydon  supported  the  vote  of  thanks  and 
emphasised  the  fact  that  in  his  opinion  “  no  work  under  public  control, 
or  done  by  public  departments,  will  ever  take  the  place  of  the  work 
of  the  type  carried  on  in  this  Institution.  I  hold,  as  does  her  Grace, 
that  the  work  which  is  done  by  voluntary  effort  is  not  only  a 
tremendous  privilege,  but  is  the  greatest  asset  any  nation  can  possess. 
Therefore,  I  am  very  happy,  on  behalf  of  the  Borough,  to  support  a 
motion  thanking  her  Grace  for  her  presence  here  to-day.” 

Report  of  Board  of  Education.  The  Board  of  Education,  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  inspection  of  Dr.  Eichholz,  their  Chief  Medical 
Inspector,  reported  in  March  as  follows:  — 

“  The  Board  are  glad  to  learn  that  the  work  generally 
continues  to  be  conducted  with  efficiency  and  success.  The 
appearance,  interest,  manners  and  attainments  of  the  children  in 
the  Special  School  and  the  adequate  attention  to  details  of  train¬ 
ing  observed  by  the  senior  pupils  in  the  Continuation  Courses  are 
deserving  of  special  commendation.” 

Vice-Chairman.  Mr.  Edward  Taswell  Campbell,  M.P.,  succeeded 
to  the  Vice-Chairmanship,  created  by  the  death  ot  his  father,  Colonel 
Frederick  Campbell,  who  served  so  faithfully  in  that  capacity  for 
twenty  years. 

Successes  of  Students.  It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that 
the  successes  of  students  in  passing  musical  and  other  examinations 
and  securing  employment  continues  to  be  very  gratifying.  (See 
Principal’s  Report,  pope  25.) 

Gardner's  Trust  for  the  Blind.  The  continued  granting  of 
Scholarships  by  the  Trustees  in  enabling  boys  and  girls  to  complete 
their  vocations,  is  of  inestimable  value  and  encouragement  to  the  Board 
of  Governors. 

Masonic  Help.  The  Brethren  of  the  Constitution  Lodge,  3392,  per 
H.  It.  Wood,  Esq.,  contributed  £3  11s.  Od. ;  Felicity  Lodge,  4365,  per 
J.  C.  Wrigley,  Esq.,  £3  9s.  6d. ;  Lodge  of  St.  Mary,  Balham,  per 
S.  L.  Gowlland,  Esq.,  £3  3s.  Od.;  and  the  Members  of  the  Golden 
Square  Preceptory,  219,  per  0.  L.  Thomson,  Esq.,  £1  Is.  Od. 
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In  two  instances  fees  are  being  paid  by  Masons,  while  6ome  twenty 
other  boys  and  girls  who  are  children  of  Masons  are  being  educated. 
It  will  therefore  be  seen  what  a  very  genuine  help  it  w'ould  be  if  Lodges 
could  grant,  say,  a  sum  of  10/-  or  the  contents  of  the  Charity  Box  for 
one  meeting  in  the  year,  as  an  annual  subscription. 

Exhibitions,  Concerts,  Etc.,  Provided  by  Pupils.  Fifteen  Scouts, 
under  our  Scoutmaster,  Mr.  Merridan,  took  part  in  the  First  Croydon 
Scoutcraft  Exhibition,  and  received  their  awards  at  the  hands  of  the 
Mayoress  of  Croydon. 

Twenty-two  exhibits  were  submitted  and  twelve  of  the  boys  were 
successful.  Lord  Hampton,  D.S.O.  (Chief  Commissioner,  Imperial 
H.Q.),  was  more  than  pleased  with  the  demonstration  given  by  the 
Scouts,  and  particularly  congratulated  them  on  their  bridge  building, 
declaring  that  the  lashing  was  the  best  he  had  yet  seen  done  by  any 
Scouts. 

Twenty-seven  students  gave  two  concerts  and  two  gymnastic 
displays  in  the  grounds  of  Claygate  Vicarage  on  4th  June.

On 
the  8th  February  M.  Wermig  and  J.  Frapwell  were  enrolled,  and  the 
former  received  her  first  Service  Star;  B.  Austin  had  her  fourth 
Service  Star,  having  gained  100  per  cent,  for  attendance  during  the 
year. 

“  Numbers  7  and  8  of  “  Our  Fairies’  and  Pixies’  Magazine  ”  were 
brought  out  during  1926.” 

Scouts.  Mr.  W.  J.  Merridan,  Scout  Master,  reports  on  the  work 
of  his  boys  as  follows  :  — 

“  1.  The  Year’s  Work.  Our  activities  during  the  year  have 
covered  work  in  the  following  subjects: — Bandaging,  Morse,  Kim’s 
Game,  Compass,  Use  of  Scout  Staff,  Fire-lighting,  Cooking,  Tent¬ 
pitching,  and  Bridge-building.  Outdoor  and  indoor  games  have  been 
included.  Troop  route  marches  were  held  on  April  23rd,  June  9th, 
and  December  1st. 

“  2.  Investitures.  Investiture  ceremonies  were  held  on  April 
28th  and  July  7th,  seven  Scouts  being  invested. 

“  3.  Tests.  Morse  Signalling  tests  were  held  on  Juno  7th  and 
14th,  when  four  Scouts  passed.  Cooking  tests  were  held  on  November 
3rd  and  January  19th,  nine  Scouts  being  successful. 
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“4.  Croydon  Sooutcraft  Exhibition.  At  this  Exhibition,  spoken 
of  on  page  20  of  the  Board  of  Governors  Report,  22  exhibits  in 
Basket  Work,  Carpentry,  Wireless,  Tenderfoot  Work,  and  Campcraf't 
were  shown.  Twelve  Certificates  were  gained — three  Firsts,  one  Second, 
two  “  Highly  Commended,”  and  six  “  Commended.” 

“  5.  Croydon  Scout  Sports.  Eight  Scouts,  with  the  Scoutmaster, 
attended  the  Croydon  Scout  Sports  on  June  19th,  and  took  part  in  the 
Rally,  which  was  inspected  by  Lord  St.  John  of  Bletso,  the  Com¬ 
missioner  for  Bedfordshire. 

“  6.  Inspection.  On  September  22nd  the  Troop  was  inspected  by 
Lieut.  Chase,  of  the  Royal  Engineers,  who  commented  on  the  soundness 
of  the  engineering  principles  employed  in  the  construction  of  our 
bridge,  and  complimented  the  Scouts  on  their  work  in  knotting  and 
lashing. 

On  November  10th  our  ever-popular  District  Scoutmaster, 
Mr.  Walk  ley,  paid  us  a  visit  of  inspection,  and  was  not  allowed  to 
escape  without  giving  us  some  of  his  delightful  Scout  Yarns. 

“  On  March  2nd  (1927)  Pere  Sevin,  the  International  Commissioner 
of  the  Scouts  de  I  ranee,  visited  us,  and  was  given  a  demonstration 
of  the  methods  by  which  we  carry  on  our  work. 

/  ■  Displays.  In  addition  to  the  Displays  given  at  the  Croydon 
Exhibition,  and  on  the  occasion  of  the  above  visits,  Displays  were 
given  on  July  10th  (visit  of  the  Society  of  Organists)  and  July  21st 
(Annual  Prize  Festival). 

8.  Social.  Our  Annual  Christmas  Social  was  held  on  December 
20th,  and  was  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  all  present. 

“  9.  ‘  Called  to  Higher  Service.’  We  regret  to  have  to  record 

that  our  brother  Scout,  Second  Leonard  Stubbington,  of  the  Peewit 
Patrol,  was  ‘Called  to  Higher  Service’  on  June  30th.  Our  Troop 
Flag  was  flown  at  half-mast  as  a  sign  of  mourning,  and  a  short 
Memorial  Service  held  at  the  next  ‘  Scouts’  Own  ’  meeting.  The  Scout¬ 
master  represented  the  Troop  at  the  funeral. 

“  10.  At  the  close  of  the  year,  March  31st,  1927,  the  Troop  consisted 
of  three  Patrols  of  six  Scouts  each,  the  Lions,  the  Beavers,  and  the 
Peewits. 

Electrification.  A  further  step  in  the  gradual  electrification  of  the 
premises  was  able  to  be  carried  through  during  the  Christmas  Holidays.

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Definition  of  Blindness. 


The  definition  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1920,  is : — “  So 
blind  as  to  be  unable  to  perform  any  work  for  which  eyesight  is 
essential.” 

This  is  based  on  the  principle  laid  down  in  the  1915  Report 
of  the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine,  Section  of  Ophthalmology  : — 
Experience  shows  that  persons  whose  acuity  of  vision  (refractive 
error  being  corrected)  is  below  one-twentieth  of  the  normal 
(3/60  Snellen)  are  usually  unable  to  perform  work  requiring 
eyesight,  while  persons  with  vision  better  than  one-tenth 
(6/60  Snellen)  are  usually  able  to  perform  some  such  work.” 

It  is  accordingly  the  practice  of  the  Minister  of  Health  to 
regard  persons  whose  visual  acuity,  after  correction  of  refractive 
errors,  is  greater  than  6/60ths  (Snellen),  as  not  being  blind,  unless 
the  defect  of  eyesight  includes  such  special  conditions  as  a  great 
contraction  of  the  field  of  vision.  tie  regards  it  as  essential  also 
that  only  visual  factors  should  be  taken  into  account,  and  that 
other  bodily  or  mental  infirmities  predisposing  to  incapacity  should 
be  disregarded. 

The  above  considerations  should  be  borne  carefully  in  mind 
by  everyone  responsible  for  certifying  persons  as  blind,  whether  for 
the  purposes  of  inclusion  in  a  grant-aided  service  or  otherwise,  and 
all  applications  to  the  Minister  for  the  approval  of  new  entrants  to 
such  a  service  should  be  accompanied  by  medical  certificates 
giving  (l)  the  degree  of  visual  acuity  in  each  eye  of  the  new  entrant; 
(2)  the  nature  of  the  visual  defects  present ;  (3)  a  definite  opinion, 
formed,  after  due  consideration  of  all  the  visual  conditions,  that  the 
person  is  too  blind  to  perform  work  for  which  eye-sight  is  essential.

The  College  is  situated  at  Upper  Norwood.  The  principal  entrance  is  in  Westow 
Street.  An  outline  Map,  showing  the  position  of  the  College  and  of  the  different 
Railway  Stations,  Motor  ’Bus  and  Tram  Halts  in  the  neighbourhood,  will  be  found 
on  the  next  page. 

The  regular  Visitors’  Days  are  the  first  Thursday  afternoons  in  each  month,  except 
during  January,  April,  August,  and  September.  Visitors  will  have  an  opportunity 
of  inspecting  the  various  departments  from  3.15  to  5.15  p.m. 

Parents  or  friends  may  visit  pupils  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  the  month’ 
between  two  and  5.30  p.m.  If,  for  any  special  reason,  parents  wish  to  see  their 
children  at  other  times,  they  should  write  to  the  Principal  for  an  appointment.  As 
a  rule,  it  is  not  expected  that  more  than  two  friends  will  visit  any  pupil  on  the  same 
afternoon.  When  visiting  the  College,  parents  are  earnestly  requested  not  to  bring 
young  children  with  them. 

The  Principal  can  be  seen  on  business  by  appointment. 

Friends  cannot  visit  the  pupils  on  Sunday  ;  this  rule  is  strictly  enforced.  Parents 
are  specially  requested  not  to  bring  or  send  sweets  or  eatables  to  the  children.  If 
the  children  go  out  with  their  parents,  they  must  not  undertake  commissions  for 
other  pupils.
